Not enough women stick

Celebrating a record 
number of women in 
federal politics makes 
Halifax’s member of 
Parliament furious. 

“It just makes my blood 
boil,” said NDP MP Megan 
Leslie. 

Leslie was upset about a 
fax she received from Hele¬ 
na Guergis, Canada’s min¬ 
ister responsible for the 
status of women, in re¬ 
gards to International 
Women’s Day, which was 
celebrated around the 
world yesterday. 

“The tone is supposed to 
be celebratory, but I read it 
and got really angry — 69 
women out of over 300 MPs 
(for Canada),” Leslie said. 

She said it should be 50- 
50 and then voiced some 
ideas as to why women 
don’t stick it out in politics. 

She admitted it’s a com¬ 
plicated issue, but believes 
it comes down to the long 
hours and women’s com¬ 
mitment to family. 

“I know in my heart if 
the roles were reversed and 
my male partner was the 
MP and I was not, I think I 


probably would have left 
him by now,” she said, 
while chatting over coffee 
as the snow fell yesterday 
morning near the Halifax 
waterfront. 


“If he were at home as lit¬ 
tle as I’m at home, I’d say 
that’s unacceptable.” 

Many women get into 
these types of careers to 
achieve a goal, but they 


don’t stay because it’s not 
the lifestyle they want, 
Leslie added. 

“I think the women who 
stay in politics or demand¬ 
ing careers like law, they 
have to have some fire in 
them that makes them 
love this.” 

International Women’s 
Day began in the U.S. in 
1909. Some countries like 
China, Bulgaria and Russia 
celebrate women’s 

achievements on Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Day as a 
national holiday. 

Women face different 
challenges all over the 
world. Some women don’t 
have any power even over 
themselves and are treated 
like property. 

But in Canada, Leslie said 
women’s issues include the 
still-present glass ceiling be¬ 
cause many women are 
paid 70 cents to what men 
get for the same job. 

“When I think about In¬ 
ternational Women’s Day, I 
think childcare is about 
women entering politics, 
childcare is about women 
with HIV/AIDS being 
healthy, childcare is about 
women staying in their 
chosen profession; but it’s 
not the only thing.” 


Man changes 
plea to guilty in 
stabbing death 

court A New Glasgow 
man has pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder. 

Trevor Daniel 
Broderick, 22, changed 
his plea Friday following 
a resolution conference 
in provincial Supreme 
Court. 

Broderick was charged 
in the second-degree 
murder of 51-year-old 
Bruce Philip Smith. 

Smith was found stabbed 
to death in his 
Washington Street 
apartment last June. 

A guilty plea to a 
second-degree murder 
charge automatically 
carries with it a sentence 
to life in prison. 

Broderick will be 
officially sentenced on 
April 1 in Supreme Court. 

In the meantime, he’ll 
remain at the Burnside 
Correctional Facility 
while he awaits 
sentencing. 

“I’m pleased with the 
resolution,” said Crown 
attorney Bill Gorman. 

“I believe it’s reflective of 
the strength of the 
Crown’s case.” 

Broderick’s co-accused, 
John David DeWolfe, 24, 
will next appear in court 
on April 14 to set a date 
for a preliminary inquiry.

A Liberal MP for Cape Bre¬ 
ton said the person who 
took over one of his second¬ 
ary websites 
is requesting 
$500 to give 
it back. 

Rodger 
Cuzner, the 
federal rep¬ 
resentative 
for Cape Bre- 
ton-Canso, 
was in¬ 
formed last week that 
rodgercuzner.ca is leading 
visitors to an online dating 
service for seniors looking 
to date younger partners. 

Cuzner had owned the 
domain for years but said 
someone purchased it on 
Feb. 25, two days after its 
registration expired. 

The Glace Bay native 
said the web page was ac¬ 
tive at the beginning of 
his political career, but

over the years, it mainly 
served as a link to his par¬ 
liamentary page. 

“You know a couple of 
things go through your 
mind. First I thought it 
might have been a text-sawy 
friend that 
was pranking 
me or some¬ 
thing,” said 
Cuzner. “It’s a 
bit humorous 
at first, but 
then when 
you realize it 
has got real 
implications 

you become concerned and 
you look at it and it’s almost 
like virtual extortion.” 

Cuzner and his advisers 
have since decided to secure 
related domains which 
drop the “d” off Rodger. He 
said those domains were 
purchased as a precaution- 
aiy measure since his name

is often spelled incorrectly. 

Having paid $100 for 
three web addresses, Cuzn¬ 
er feels whoever bought 
rodgercuzner.ca is trying 
to seize on a profitable 
business opportunity. An 
office admin¬ 
istrator has 
been in con¬ 
tact with that 
person, but is 
unsure of the 
person’s full 
name or loca¬ 
tion. 

“The advice 
that we’re get¬ 
ting from the legal depart¬ 
ment of the House of Com¬ 
mons and Liberal research is 
we should get it, secure it 
and deal with it afterwards,” 
Cuzner said. “I’m still not 
sold on the fact that I want 
to give these guys 500 bucks 
either ... the jury’s still out.”

Program aims to reduce crime by helping criminals find a new path

While Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper pushes for 
longer prison sentences 
for gang crime and many 
in Halifax clamour for a 
similar crackdown, one or¬ 
ganization is proposing a 
different solution. 

Halifax’s Centre for En¬ 
trepreneurship, Education 
and Development’s Second 
Chance program recently 
celebrated its 10th anniver¬ 
sary. It recruits participants 
from prisons and shows 
them how to turn their 
street skills onto legal 
paths. 

Edward Matwawana, 
manager of the program, 
says tougher sentences 
make for tougher crimi¬ 
nals. 

“Jail is the best school for 
crime. When they come 
out, they’ve got tattoos, 
they’re pumped, they have 
a different attitude,” Mat¬ 
wawana says. “We support 
those young people who 
say, ‘I’m tired of this life, 
do you have an option?”’ 

The program teaches 
participants to integrate 
with mainstream society 
using business concepts. 

“We teach them the busi¬ 
ness of life,” Matwawana 
says. “The question is: Do

you want to be bankrupt? 
Do you want a bailout? Or 
do you want to be success¬ 
ful? 

“We say, ‘What you were 
doing on the streets is run¬ 
ning a successful business, 
just the wrong product and 
the wrong service.’” 

Cory Cromwell grew up 


in New Glasgow and 
wound up in Springhill 
penitentiary. He says it’s 
dangerous to be alone in 
jail. 

“You have to have some 
kind of backup,” he ex¬ 
plains. That backup is, of 
course, other criminals. 
“You learn how to enhance 


your criminal skills. You’ve 
got all these men who are 
old enough to be your fa¬ 
ther telling you how to do 
it better.” 

Second Chance helped 
him break the cycle. When 
he was released, he turned 
to Matwawana and the 
CEED course. He graduated 


as class valedictorian last 
year and is now an assis¬ 
tant trainee. 

“Without this program, I 
have no clue where I’d be 
today,” Cromwell said. “It 
helped me find out who I 
was, put some goals in my 
life and find some men¬ 
tors.”

movie Pugwash, the tiny 
village in northern Nova 
Scotia, has the curious dis¬ 
tinction of being famous 
around the world and ob¬ 
scure in its own countiy. 

The Strangest Dream, a 
film by the National Film 
Board of Canada, explores 
the unlikely story linking 
Pugwash to Nobel laureate 
Joseph Rotblat, the only sci¬ 
entist to walk away from 
the Manhattan Project be¬ 
fore the atomic bomb was 
dropped. 

“We realized the best 
way to tell the Pugwash sto¬ 
ry was through Rotblat. He 
had lived through so much 
tragedy, but he was able to 
turn things around and use 
his scientific knowledge to 
help humanity,” explains 
Halifax filmmaker Eric Bed- 
narslci, the director of The 
Strangest Dream. 

Rotblat joined the top-se¬ 
cret project to help the Al¬ 
lies beat the Nazis to the 
bomb, but became disillu¬ 
sioned. 


“He had a real problem 
with what he was doing. 
He could foresee an arms 
race with the Soviet Union 
and he knew that the 
bomb would be dropped 
on the Japanese,” Bednars- 
lci says. 

Rotblat became a major 
advocate of nuclear disar¬ 
mament. He gathered the 


world’s leading scientists 
and public figures to assess 
the dangers of the weapons 
in 1957. Various locations 
were considered before he 
accepted Cyrus Eaton’s of¬ 
fer. The Canadian industri¬ 
alist agreed to foot the bill 
if they held the meeting in 
his hometown: Pugwash.

Rotblat died shortly be¬ 
fore he was to have met 
Bednarlcsi. 

“That was obviously a 
huge challenge — how to 
make a film with the pro¬ 
tagonist not being alive,” 
Bednarlcsi says. He used ex¬ 
isting interviews and spoke 
to those who knew Rotblat 
well. 

“Everyone agreed that he 
was charming, dedicated 
and a gentlemen, and that 
he could be very stubborn. 
The thing I got was the en¬ 
ergy he had to the very end. 
He was well into his 90s, 
but he was still flying 
around the world and at¬ 
tending conferences.”

The decision to give 
Green party Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May a free ride in the 
last election? Tossed over¬ 
board. 

Alberta’s oilsands? Not 
so bad after all. 

Like the housecleaning 
that follows a divorce, Lib¬ 
eral Leader Michael Ignati¬ 
eff has been making a 


clean break from the trou¬ 
bled era — and policies — 
of predecessor Stephane 
Dion. 

But the bad memories 
weren’t carted out the 
back door in the dead of 
night. 

No. This has been a very 
public cleansing, meant to 
send a deliberate signal to 
Canadians that the Liber¬ 
als understand that the 
personality and policy 
they trumpeted in last 
fall’s election was a bust. 

“I think we have to 
demonstrate that we 


heard the message that 
what we had on offer was 
not acceptable. Message 
received,” said Steven 
MacKinnon, former execu¬ 
tive director of the party. 

“I think the party did get 
badly off track,” he bluntly 
admits. 

But now, after a string of 
body blows that have in¬ 
cluded bitter leadership 
battles, the sponsorship 
scandal and a string of fed¬ 
eral elections that have de¬ 
pleted party coffers and 
stamina, Liberals are tak¬ 
ing time to reset their com¬ 


pass and rebuild the party. 

There’s no lack of moti¬ 
vation in the party ranks, 
thanks to last fall’s elec¬ 
tion, which saw the Liber¬ 
als drop to 77 seats with 
one of its worst showings 
ever in popular support. 

“We haven’t really 
paused to breathe new life 
into what we stand for. 
Michael is very much of 
the view that we have to 
do that now,” MacKinnon 
said. 

“The next part is giving 
meaning to what a 
Michael Ignatieff-led Liber¬ 
al party will look like. I 
think the etchings of that 
are emerging,” said MacK¬ 
innon, co-chair of a special 
committee on party re¬ 
newal.

Celebrating women 

Recession challenges noted on international day 


Yesterday, International 
Women’s Day, women cel¬ 
ebrated the gains made in 
achieving equal rights and 
highlight the widespread 
wrongs that damage the 
lives of the 3*3 billion 
females around the world. 

But the issue foremost 
in women’s minds is the 
global recession, which 
has hit the most vulnera¬ 
ble half of humanity with 
exceptional force. 

Seventy per cent of the 
poorest people on the 
planet are women and 
girls, and even in a 
wealthy country like 
Canada they are the ma¬ 


jority of the poor. 

Although the global 
downturn began in the fi¬ 
nancial sector, dominated 
by men, it is now bearing 
down on women, most of¬ 
ten found in low-wage 
and part-time jobs. 

The recession has 
plunged from wealthy to 
developing countries, 
where women lack safety 
nets to help them survive. 

“As the economy slows, 
the disaster in the finan¬ 
cial institutions is affect¬ 
ing the real economy,” 
says Sylvia Borren, co¬ 
chair of the Global Call to 
Action Against Poverty, a 


coalition of groups in 100 
countries. 

“What happens is the 
informal sector suffers 
first — the cleaning 
women, gardeners and 
people who do the house¬ 
hold jobs. They are mostly 
women.” 

As worldwide consumer 
confidence fades, says the 
International Labour Or¬ 
ganization, traditionally 
female service jobs in cafes 
and retail are also disap¬ 
pearing. It predicts that 22 
million of an estimated 51 
million to lose their jobs 
this year will be women.

Iraqi women still facing 
daily struggles, study finds 


The plight of women in Iraq 
remains bleak despite a 
sharp reduction in violence, 
a study released Saturday 
found, with a majority of 
women lacking basic servic¬ 
es and security. 

“Now that the overall se¬ 
curity situation, although 
still veiy fragile, begins to 
stabilize ... countless moth¬ 
ers, wives, widows and 
daughters of Iraq remain 
caught in the grip of a silent 
emergency,” aid group Ox- 
fam International said. 

The study, released ahead 
of International Women’s 
Day on March 8, centred on 
the impact of the years of 
bloodshed unleashed by the 
2003 U.S.-led invasion, find¬ 
ing a third of the women 
surveyed had lost a family 
member to violence. 

While attacks 
dropped off sharply 
in the past year, 
tens of thousands 
of Iraqis have died 
in the sectarian and 
insurgent fighting 
since 2003, and mil¬ 
lions more have 
fled their homes for 
other parts of Iraq 
— or abandoned 
Iraq entirely. 


In the Oxfam study, 55 
per cent of respondents said 
they had been displaced 
from their homes since 
2003 due to violence or in 
search of work. 

Fading violence in most 
parts of Iraq has allowed at¬ 
tention to turn to the dis¬ 
mal state of basic services 
like electricity, health care 
and education. 

A quarter of women sur¬ 
veyed did not have access to 
drinking water on a daily 
basis; almost two-thirds said 
they had less than six hours 
of electricity per day. 

Three-quarters of widows 
were not receiving their 
government pension. Forty 
per cent of mothers said 
they were not sending their 
children to school. 

The Iraqi government is 
struggling to accelerate in¬ 
vestment in recon¬ 
struction and services, 
but results are slow to 
appear. Spending on 
the social safety net 
will likely become 
more difficult if oil 
prices, which account 
for more than 95 per 
cent of government 
revenues, stay low.

Has the recession 
curbed emissions? 

economy The financial cri¬ 
sis has slashed industrial 
output and trade, but it 
will be months before 
there is an accurate 
picture of how much the 
downturn has curbed 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
two scientists said Friday. 

Preliminary data shows 
carbon dioxide levels rose 
last year to a global 
average of 384.9 parts per 
million, an increase of 2.2 
ppm over 2007. But since 
then, the financial crisis 
has deepened, and 
analysts have been hoping 
the long-term growth in 
emissions will slow or stall 
now that many big 
economies are in 
recession.

Europe has already laid 
out plans to cut carbon 


dioxide emissions to about 
one-fifth below 1990 levels 
in the next decade, while 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma has proposed a major 
shift toward renewable en¬ 
ergy and a cap-and-trade 
system for C02 emissions. 

But with many countries 
in the grip of a punishing 
recession, some question 
whether businesses can 
muster the hundreds of 
billions of dollars needed 
to cut carbon emissions. 

Many politicians argue 


that the economic crisis, 
energy security issues and 
climate change can all be 
dealt with in a “New Green 
Deal,” replacing high-car¬ 
bon infrastructure with 
green alternatives and si¬ 
multaneously creating mil¬ 
lions of jobs. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind the energy security 
and climate change crises, 
which I view as being to¬ 
gether, not separate, must 
be dealt with,” Clinton

Dal wipes out 13 years of misery

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As impossible as it seemed 
for 13 years, an era of mis¬ 
ery has finally ended for 
the Dalhousie Tigers. 

The Tigers captured 
their first Atlantic Univer¬ 
sity Sport men’s basket¬ 
ball championship since 
1996 on Saturday night, 
entering the Final 6 as the 
third seed and upsetting 
the nationally fifth-ranked 
and No. 1-seeded St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier X-Men 72-60 be¬ 
fore a raucous crowd of 
5,587 at the Metro Centre. 

Built on seven years of 
hard work and patience 
from head coach John 
Campbell, powered by an 
MVP performance from 
guard Simon Farine, and 
sealed by the red-hot 
shooting of Bedford sopho¬ 
more Josh Beattie, the 
Tigers made 120 losses in 
160 games from 1999 to 
2007 a distant memory. 

“This is incredible for 
Dalhousie basketball,” said 
Beattie, who went on a 
third-quarter rampage in 
the final, nailing five 
straight three-pointers and 
scoring 17 points in a 3:20 
span. “We are so pleased 
to be a part of this new 
era.” 

Campbell’s arrival in 
2002 marked the start of 
the new era, but results 
weren’t visible until much 
later. When Campbell re¬ 
cruited Toronto’s Farine as 
a transfer from NCAA Divi¬ 
sion 1 Wisconsin-Green 
Bay in 2006, the Tigers 
hadn’t won more than five 
times in a 20-game cam¬ 
paign in seven seasons. 

It was hardly a time of 
optimism at Dal. 

“When I first got here, 
so many frustrations,” said 


Dal’s longest-serving play¬ 
er, fifth-year forward Ger¬ 
maine Bendegue. “I really 
didn’t know if we could 


turn it around.” 

Even Campbell won¬ 
dered: “There have been a 
lot of moments over the

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Survivor’s syndrome 
hits employees hard

Pink slips don’t scare Greg 
Skura anymore. After 
decades of odd jobs and 
hard work, he’s become 
well acquainted with the 
employer’s chopping 
block. 

“When I was younger, I’d 
take layoffs to heart,” said 
the 47-year-old from Pick¬ 
ering, Ont. “But now, I 
don’t take them personal¬ 
ly. Often it’s because of the 
economy.” 

When facing job loss, 
Skura — who has printed 
newspapers, driven trucks, 
installed doors, and sorted 
eggs — isn’t worried about 
the uncertain path ahead. 

Instead, he turns his at¬ 
tention to those left be¬ 
hind. 

“It’s my co-workers I feel 
sorry for,” said Skura, cur¬ 
rently employed as an 
Internet technician. 

“They’re the ones picking 
up the slack, doing double 
the work and wondering 
whether they’re next to 

go-” 

As the global financial 
crisis continues, workers 
watch as companies are 
downsized and colleagues 
are dismissed. When an 
employee survives a round 
of layoffs, their relief can 
be followed by guilt or anx¬ 
iety.

Career coaches and man¬ 
agement experts have 
dubbed this “survivor’s 
syndrome.” 

“Layoff survivors can ex¬ 
perience grief for many 
reasons,” said Aaron Schat, 
assistant professor of orga¬ 
nizational behaviour at 
McMaster University. 
“They’ve kept their em¬ 
ployment but might feel it 
was at a colleague’s ex¬ 
pense.” 

As well, remaining em¬ 
ployees might fear that 
there are more layoffs to 
come. This can be a stress¬ 
ful distraction for workers, 
who’ll start to feel unmoti¬ 
vated, expendable or wary 
of their bosses. 

Schat added that man¬ 
agers should demonstrate 


warmth and compassion 
when conducting layoffs to 
prevent a morale drop 
amongst remaining em¬ 
ployees. 

Three weeks ago, 
Therese Arsenault would 
have appreciated that com¬ 
passion as a company she’d 
served for 13 years dis¬ 
missed her and nine oth¬ 
ers. 

“The whole process was 
cold,” said the former 
telecommunications train¬ 
er from Montreal. “We 
were called to a conference 
room and the people con¬ 
ducting the meeting were 
half-an-hour late.” 

Since the layoff, surviv¬ 
ing colleagues have ap¬ 
proached Arsenault and 
expressed both shock and 
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Riding the

sympathy. She believes her 
former co-workers don’t 
need to apologize. 

“In a big company, deci¬ 
sions like this are not 
made at the employee lev¬ 
el,” she said. “The individu¬ 
als you worked with might 
feel sorry for you, but they 
have no business feeling 
guilty.” 

Although surviving em¬ 
ployees might not be at 
fault, Marjorie Armstrong- 
Stassen has seen post-lay¬ 
off stress in the workplace 
firsthand. 

“People in downsizing 
companies have told me 
they think the ones 
who’ve lost their jobs are 
the lucky ones,” said the 
management professor at 
the University of Windsor. 

Often, when companies 
lay off over 20 per cent of 
their workforce, dis¬ 
missed employees will re¬ 
ceive large severance and 
early retirement packages. 
Surviving employees left 
with twice the work can 
experience feelings of jeal¬ 
ousy.

Theory behind Watchmen 

Graphic novel and movie a treasure trove for philosophers 



The essays by academics in the book Watchmen and Philosophy look at how the character 
Rorschach justifies his often brutal actions, and tackles subjects like the legitimacy of authority. 


Superheroes don’t j’ust 
make fun characters for 
comic books and movies. 

Their powers, and how 
they choose to use them, 
are philosophical treasure 
troves, and few are as rich 
and complicated as the 
protagonists in Watchmen, 
which opened in movie 
theatres around the world 
over the weekend. 

“Watchmen is an embar¬ 
rassment of riches to the 
comics-obsessed philoso¬ 
pher,” said Mark D. White, 
editor of the book Watch¬ 
men and Philosophy: A 
Rorschach Test. 

The book is one of a se¬ 
ries that uses pop culture 
as an entry point to the 
sometimes abstract subject 
of philosophy. 

Years in the making, 
Watchmen is the big- 
screen adaptation of the 
acclaimed 12-issue comic 
book series by Britons Alan 
Moore and Dave Gibbons 
published between 1986 
and 1987. 

Like the books, the 
movie is set in an alterna¬ 
tive 1985 when the United 
States and the Soviet 
Union are on the brink of 
nuclear war. It features cos¬ 
tumed vigilantes who have 
become so unpopular they 
are now outlawed. 

But Watchmen is far 
from just popcorn enter¬ 
tainment. Its twisted su¬ 
perhero archetypes, like 
the tortured do-gooder 


Rorschach and brainy busi¬ 
nessman Ozymandias, take 
time out from performing 
death-defying acts to muse 
on subjects like free will, 
saviour figures and the pol¬ 
itics of fear. 

“In Watchmen, the phi¬ 
losophy is so explicit that 
you don’t have to dig very 
hard to find it,” said White, 
an associate professor in 
the department of political 


science, economics and 
philosophy at the College 
of Staten Island. 

The original series took 
the name from the phrase 
“Who watches the Watch¬ 
men?” which dates back to 
the 1st century Roman po¬ 
et Juvenal and has been 
the subject of philosophi¬ 
cal debate for centuries. 

The essays by academics 
in Watchmen and Philoso¬ 


phy look at how Rorschach 
justifies his often brutal ac¬ 
tions, and tackles subjects 
like the legitimacy of au¬ 
thority. 

The mother and daugh¬ 
ter Silk Spectres provide a 
window into the feminist 
thinking of French author 
Simone de Beauvoir. An¬ 
other chapter is devoted to 
German philosopher 

Friedrich Nietzsche’s 


thoughts on the Ubermen- 
sch (superman). 

Although Watchmen 
raises more philosophical 
questions than most, hit 
TV shows like medical dra¬ 
ma House and animated 
series The Simpsons also 
contain thought-provoking 
material for those who be¬ 
lieve the unexamined life 
is not worth living. 

“Philosophy has had a 
public relations problem 
for a couple of centuries. 
People mistakenly think 
that philosophy is some 
dusty academic subject 
that is irrelevant,” said 
William Irwin, editor of 
the Blackwell Philosophy 
and Pop Culture series. 

“The mission is to see 
what the general public 
like in pop culture and use 
it as jumping off point for 
philosophical discussion,” 
said Irwin, professor of 
philosophy at Kings Col¬ 
lege, Pennsylvania. 

More than one million 
books have been published 
in the Philosophy and Pop 
Culture series. 

White, who has also 
written on Batman, says 
superheroes are fascinat¬ 
ing territory for moral 
philosophers like him. 

“They have taken on this 
extraordinary responsibili¬ 
ty, but given that you want 
to save the world, what 
should you do first? Catch 
crooks or cure hunger?”

This is it, this 
is really it, this is the final 
curtain call.” 

Randy Phillips, president 
of AEG Live which signed 
Jackson for the concerts, 
had few concrete answers. 


He did not rule out more 
concerts in London and 
elsewhere in the future. 

“None of us are sure,” he 
told Reuters. “I didn’t want 
to get so far ahead of what 
he wanted to do. 

“We’re holding dates,” 
he added, referring to Lon¬ 
don’s 02 arena. “We don’t 
know how big the demand

Tagliatelle with 
Green Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 bag (10 oz/300 g) baby 
spinach, thick stems 
discarded 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) watercress, 
thick stems discarded 

1 cup (250 ml) frozen peas 

1 lb (500 g) tagliatelle 

2 tbsp (25 ml) cornstarch 
1 cup (250 ml) sour cream 

4 tbsp (60 ml) chopped 
parsley 

6 sprigs fresh basil, torn 
into pieces 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse spinach and 
watercress and place in 
large pot with just the 
water clinging to the 
leaves. Cover and cook 
over medium heat, 
stirring and turning 
vegetables occasionally, 2 
minutes or until wilting. 

2 . Add peas and heat 
through, uncovered, 2 
minutes; there should be 


enough liquid in pot to 
cook peas. Tip greens and 
their liquid into bowl; set 
aside. 

3. Cook pasta in large pot 
of boiling water over high 
heat until al dente, accord¬ 
ing to package directions. 

4. Meanwhile, blend corn¬ 
starch and sour cream into 
smooth paste. Put into pot 
used for cooking 
vegetables and stir over 
medium heat until just 
bubbling. Stir in 
vegetables, parsley, basil, 
and salt and pepper to 
taste. Heat sauce through, 
then remove pot from the 
heat. 

5. Drain pasta and add to 
sauce. Toss to mix.
